A fantastic and extremely rare Caribbean issue. The Danish West Indies have a long history of coins and paper notes, all of which are desirable and col- 
lectible today. This 50 Dollars note was the second highest denomination of the 1849/1850 series, all of which are rarely seen in issued format today. The 
deep blue and grey ink are as fresh as the day this note was printed. Additionally, the handwritten signatures and serial number are likewise bold. It is 
important to distinguish this example from the more commonly seen Remainders, which exist without signatures. We have not offered a fully issued 
example of this denomination in the past. At the time of cataloging, this note is the single finest graded of only six issued notes in the PMG Population 
Report. An important Caribbean type.

Norway in 1672, and in 1814, a colony of Denmark. While initially a profitable experiment, the islands became more cumbersome than useful, and 
were sold to the United States in 1917. As such, coins and notes from the Danish West Indies are long obsolete and rare today. This special offering is 
denominated as 100 Dalere, and it was the highest denomination of the 1849/1850 State Treasury series. At the time of cataloging, this is the first and 
only example graded in the PMG Population Report. We have not offered this type in issued format in the past. Fantastic original paper and only a trace 
of circulation is present. Simply incredible, extremely rare, and one of the most impressive Caribbean notes we have ever offered.

Printed by Bradbury, Wilkinson & Co., this attractive multicolor note portrays a 
portrait of King Christian IX and vignettes of local scenes. The Danes transferred control of the islands to the United States in 1917 for then $25 million 
dollars, out of concerns the islands might be seized by the Germans during World War. Only 11 examples are registered in the PMG Population Report 
denoting the scarcity of this issue.

Beginning in 1942, Japan began operating up 
to 14 POW Camps in Taiwan to house high ranking military officials 
from the Netherlands, United States, and United Kingdom captured in 
their colonies of Netherlands Indies, Philippines, Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Malaya, and Borneo. Prisoners were forced to work and conditions were 
extreme, causing an unusually high percentage of fatalities. The Taiwan 
POW Camps Memorial Society has researched the camps and have 
honored the prisoners and survivors of these hellish camps. The infor- 
mation provided by the Society is invaluable. From mid-1942 to 1945, 
the 14 camps in Taiwan would house 4,367 prisoners, most of which 
were British, American, and Dutch, but also with small numbers from 
South Africa, Australia, Norway, Czechoslovakia, Philippines, and New 
Zealand. One of the largest camps was Kinkaseki, which enslaved British 
Empire POWs to work in one of Asia’s largest copper mines. Meager 
payments for excruciating tasks were made in the form of “chits”, local 
camp currency. This lot offers four of the five known denominations that 
were issued in the Taiwanese camps. The survival rare of these notes is 
extremely low, as issuance was small and most have been lost. Each note 
offered in this lot is problem free with original paper. We have not offered 
any of these “chit” notes in the past, and they are important relics from 
the Pacific front of World War II. A chance not to be overlooked, as these 
notes infrequently make their way to public auction.

The Japanese Empire’s expansion from the 1910s until 1945 expand- 
ed Japan’s global power, but also led to their defeat in World War II. 
Additionally, the Japanese population, both military and civilian, suf- 
fered tremendous casualties. The Japanese homeland also suffered 
incredible destruction. During the postwar rebuild, Japan was closed-off 
to the world in some respects, and currency control was strict. As such, 
foreigners to Japan use Foreign Trade Payment Certificates with Japan. 
They were printed in English and came in booklets, perforated with 
staple holes. The cover of the booklets indicated the serial number of all 
notes within the booklet (each note in the booklet had the same serial 
number) and also included instructions. As printed on each booklet: 
“These certificates are valued and authorized for use by Commercial 
Entrants who may be required to identify themselves by presentation of 
their identity cards. They are valid and acceptable for the following: Script 
for transportation of Allied trains, communication facilities for which 
MPCs are acceptable from Occupation Personnel, Medical Services in 
Army Dispensaries and Hospitals, and for those authorized to furnish at 
dollar rates. These certificates are not transferable and are redeemable 
only at exchange points specifically authorized by General Headquarters, 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers.” 


As such, issuance was controlled, and redemption was high, as these 
notes were not accepted universally. Survivors are very rare and seldom 
seen today. This excellent $1 note is from the second series due to the 
higher serial number and brown flecks in the paper. Only a few hundred 
thousand were issued and most were redeemed. We have not offered this 
denomination in the past, but we did offer a similar $5 note in grade 
Extremely Fine 45 Net for $3,525 in 2014. These notes were extensively 
researched in the Schwan-Bowling Catalog, which is almost 30 years old 
now. No new information has surfaced, so values in that book are sure to 
be conservative.

Formed in 1861, the Bank’s 
first office was in Cape Town, but had extended its branch system to 10 other locations that included Bloemfontein, Port Elizabeth and Durban. The 
example on offer was issued in Graham’s Town, which was and still is a small town in the Eastern Cape Province. According to Hern’s book of South 
African Banknotes & Papermoney, he had previously only been able to trace a single note for this Bank issued in Port Elizabeth, and states that notes were 
“probably issued from other towns”. Whatever doubt might have previously existed on further issuances from other towns, most assuredly is silenced by 
this offering. The Bank was ultimately absorbed by Standard Bank in 1877. Although cancelled, severed, reattached, and stains are noted by PMG, the 
note presents well and it does not detract from this otherwise possibly one-of-a-kind survivor. It has managed to retain its colors and designs with an 
incredible vignette of what appears to be Queen Victoria to the left. We have not offered anything from this Bank in the past, and it will no doubt attract 
worthy interest come auction day.

Notes were printed by Bradbury Wilkinson & co., and are almost immediately recognizable to have 
been produced by this famed printer. The example on offer was issued in Queen’s Town, a speck of a town in the Eastern Cape Province, and includes 
a stamp that reads “Lady Gray” in the top left margin. PMG calls this note “Pick Unlisted”, as an issuance from Queen’s Town is undocumented in the 
Standard Catalog of World Paper Money. Interestingly, the notes were color coded, depending on the town of issuance. Although PMG’s comments read 
ink stamp, tear repair, and previously mounted, the note is unusually intact, as the handful of examples still in existence today have almost always seen 
better days and usually with pieces missing. A pre-Reserve Bank variety that would definitely make for a crowning piece in the most advanced of collec- 
tions.

Somerset East was named after Lord Charles Somerset, Governor of the 
Cape Colony between the years of 1814-1826. It was initially established

Utterly ornate with the Duke of Wellington, a British national hero and victor over Napoleon at the Battle 
of Waterloo in 1815, at center. Even though PMG mentions the note has been repaired, severed and reattached, it is the cataloger’s opinion that this could
